THE LEBEL RIFLE.

Desceriptive Aveount of the New Arm of the

French Army.

The Lebel rifle, as the new arm |8
called, was invenled by Lieutenant-
Colonel Lebel, principal of the artillery
school at Chalons,  Its  remarkable
qualities are lightness, long range and
extranondinary penctrating power.  Ace-
cvonding to the seientific researches of
the mathematician, Prof. Hebler, it
wis supposed that the absolutely per
feet army rifle shounld be a weapon
with a ealiber of precisely seven mill-
imetera,. The Lebel rvifle has not =0
small a ealiber, but offers the nearest
approach to it yet made—viz.: Eight
millimeters.  With this ealiber the ad-
vantages are: a lighter cartridge; »
greater penetrating power, and a much
les= liability of the missile to be devi-
ated from its conrse by a strong wind.

The ball i2 s0 covered with steel and
brass, as to enable it to preserve its
form and to follow precisely the
grooves of the barrel.  Its initial ve-
locity is exaclly 100 meters per second
greater than that of the Gras rifle,
which hiad an initial velocity of 43
meters, while the Lebel boasts n ve-
locity of 540 meters. It revolves upon
itsell 5,000 times per second -always
traveling point first. At a distance of
1.800 meters its fire is ns fatal as within
A lessor distance; and as the line of the
projectife s almost perfectly straight,
extraondinary  hits can be  made
at immense ranges. To obviate the
shock of recoil consequent npon so
prodigions an expelling foree, a speeinl
powder has been invented by Colonel
lh'ugﬂ‘ﬂ. which detonates progressively
without smoke and with comparatively
little noise. The shooter fecls the
weapon push—does not feel a sudden
and painful jar. Three wooden shields
placed at about twenty-five yards apart
were easily pierced in a steaight line by
one rifleshot—the ball traveling on five
hundred meters further without chang-
ing its course to strike the outlyving
target aimed at precisely in the center.
The movable breech ]'iv\‘l" is shorter
than in the Gras rifle, but offers a
greater resistance and the recoil fol-
lows the axis of the weapon.

On finding themselves in possession
of o extraondinary an arm, it was for
somée time a question with the military
authorities whether or not to adopt it
in its simplest form. as the best of
single-shot  breech loaders. Bat as
Anstria is adopting the Manalicher re-
peater, Italy the Vitali repeater, Ger-
many the Mauseg magazine gun, it
seemed to make the Lebel
a vepeater also; as troops armed with o
single shot rifle only, however good,
would easily become demoralized by
the mere conviction that they were
face to face with enemies armed with
magazine guns.—English Paper.

1 the hands of a noted German physician
| for experimental purposes.  The erimi-
nal cheerfully chose the latter. He
was inoculated time and time again
with leprosy, but the disease had no ef-
feet upon him, and to<day he is as
healthy a man there is on the
islands.  Leprosy does not often attack
the white race, for out of the thousands
of cases there are to-day only about a
half dozen Cauncasians. These ave facts
beyond dispute, In my judgment
England will take some very nggressive
measures to obtain passcssion of the
islands before many years, The native
raee is rapidly dying out, and it is a
guestion of a very short time before the
country will pass under the control of
a foreign power.”— Washinqglon Cor.

MRS. BEECHER'S LETTERS,
Mow She Spared lier Huashand Paln by
Keeping Tales of Woe From Fhn.

8. E. Admns, of this oity, is in posssssion of
letters written Uy Mr=. Henry Wand Beeches
in 1551 masd 1552, In which she speaks of the
trying times growing out of the Beecher-Til
ton  scamial, hedr poverty and Mr,
Becclwn’s  anluous These  letten
prove her sublime solll absegntion
Unider date of Fels & 1551, Mre Beocher
wrote: “Youa shoull see the immense pile ol
unopanst letters beforo me, the punishment
for a two days’ nlsence from the city. Nearly
nine-tenths wre o lidressed to Mr. Beecher, but
be pever peauds Jotters unless there is some
matter that he nalone can declde, which is not
often the cass, Thousands come to us that
ho nevor secs, comsoquently they do not
trouble his brain, or, what would be more se-
rious, grieve bis tender beart.  All correspon-
dence is left to e, one of the cheerfully ac-
copted but onorous duties resulting from  be-
ing the wife of such a man.”

On June 7, 15492, she writes: “The pitiless
blackmail persecution to which my husband
was siibjocted o few years ago turned our
beads white before our time and nearly broke
my beart at last. That trial cost us §1060,000,
We woere not worth 880,000, The fmpression
seeimns to be pencral that be is n wealthy man.
He never was, but when comfortably well oft
his overflowing generosity enabled him to lny
by nothing of any account.  SBomwtimes now
if 1 did not disereetly purloin the conients of
his too liberal pockets the household expenses
would remain unpuid, e cannot belp re-
turning moneyles boecause of the tales of
woe that seem W lie in wait for him apon the
street.  Hince that tervibde trial bo has worked
incesantly, to the detriment of his health,
preaching, lecturing, writing, hoping to 1ift
the heavy mortage from our home here (Co-
lumbin Heights, Brooklyn), but it had to be
sold in the spring. ™

On Nov., 7, 1852 Nrs Becchor alludes to
the *‘two or throe bushels of lotters that bave
accumulated during Mr. Beecher's vacation,
to say nothing of all that followed us into the
country.” Bhe speaks of the innumerable pe-
titions for help, mml exclaims, “Ob, that
the whole world could know that we are
poor, poor, poor in everything but the ability
ta grieve for wo s we have not the power to
old, From the letters I bave classed ns
genuine I find that the suws so pitifully
pleaded for aggregato over §80,000,"

Referring to this subject in another lotter,
sho says: “What can 1 do but half break
my beart pver sorrows that my dear hushand
could not alleviate were they known to himt
It woulkl make him ill to read the letters
This suffering 1 can spare him.”

In ber self abnegation sho makes no moan
“because this sufforing is vicariously visited
upon her.”  Inan lottor written in December,
1852, sho speaks once more of that “‘infamous
blackmail scheme,” and adds: I am confi-
dout that history will refer to it ns the most
eruel and consclenceless of this or any other
century."—Detroit Special in  New York
World.
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“ Praying to Death.'
